Thefe Things muft all be finifh’d before they 
can reftore the Patronages of the Charch ; 
Tfay al, becanfe they are (eparate things ; 
the UNION may be broken and Diffolv’d, 
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yet it does net follow, eho? Tconfefs tt 
would feem not to be far off) that. the 
Queens muft be Dethron’d ;-nay, though 
both thefe were done, which God forbid, 
yet Edo not think it would eafily follow, 
that the Pretender fhould be Eftablith- 
ed————~The People can never be brought 
to it, uolefs according to Mr. Fleming’s me- 
lancholly Suggeftion, they fhould Deftrey 
and Tranfplant the whole Body of the Peo 
ple of this Ifland, asthe Spaniards did by 
the Indians of America And indeed 
when that is done, I think we need not be 
very anxious for the Religion of the 
Tfland. 

The Sum of all is, That the” Epifcopat 
‘Gentlemen in Scotland would think ot it a 
little, that Rabbling, Fighting, Tomults, 
and Rabble upon the Eftablifb’d Church 
there, isto their own Difadvantage, the 
Law is againft them in it, their Friends 
cannot fupport them in it,the Queen cannot 
be difoblig’d by it, and che Publick Juftice 
will be oblig’d to panith them for it 3 all 
which are manifeft Difadvantages to their 
own Caule, and they would find much more 
quiet, more Repataticn, more Regard, 
aod more Friends, by an eafy, calm, Chri- 
ftian Submiffion to the Government.
